DRINK CONDEMNED. 



What Medtenl Aulhorllles Have to Say On 
the Brink Habit. 



It is not ao well known ns it should 
be that the best iiicdieiil thoujrht of 
the world, for a treiierulion, ami nuire, 
has lieen opposed to tlie habitual use 
of liquors of any kind as beveratres; 
and that, for the past score of years, 
many of the most eininent niitluirities 
in the world of physieians liave taken 
the jrround that the total abstainer 
lives longer, is stronger, Is more sound 
in mind and body, than the man who 
drinks, even though the latter W mere- 
ly occusionul. That is, they lielieve 
that total ahstinenee sliould Ik* the 
rule with everyone wlio wishes to con- 
serve the liest powers of mind and 
iKsly. Many of the authorities on tiiis 
sutiject declare that the use of 
alcoholic liquors d<K‘s not nourish the 
Iwniy nor improve the health, but 
is at all time.s harmful, and that in 
proportion to the amount drunk and 
the fretjuency <if the potations, by 
the citation of a few medical uutliori- 
ties of the highest class. 

Sir Henry Thoiiipson s;iys: “1 am of 

opinion that the li;iliitii:il use of wine, 
beer, or spirits, is n dieU-tic error, say 
for idii' ‘ 'Cn jiei'sons out of twenty. In 
other \\ 'ds, the great majority of jico- 
pie, :rt tv age or of either sex. will 
enjoy 1., tuT health, Ixith of bmly and 
mind, itn will live longer without any 
alcoholic drinks whatever, tliiiii with 
haliitiial iiidiilgeiice in their um'. i-ven 
although •lucli u-c be wli.i t i. iHijiuhirly 
uiiilerslf d a.s imsierale." 

row Chirk said, in liis etii-

Sydney Kiiiger, in his '‘Hand- 
book of Thenipcuties.” written in Ihsfi, 
says: *‘Kxi>erience plainly shows.thut 

lor the healthy, alcoiiol is not a neces- 
sary nor even a useful article of diet. 
Varied, rep*'ated and pndonged exiHTi- 
cnce, and the testimony of inuii.v 
medical men, prove that troops en- 
dure fatigue and the extremes of cli- 
mate lietter if uleoliol is altogether ab- 
stained from. The exp»‘rieiice of the 
celebrated Moscow campaign showed 
this; tM> also, (jiiite recently, the lied 
Uiver expedition. I luring arduous 
marches it has always Is'en foitiiil that, 
without alcohol, the health of the men 
is e.xeeptionally gmsl, but us mmiii us 
spirits are allowed disease lireaks out. 
MiKlern trainers recognize the fact tliat 
the power of sustained exertion and 
resistance to fatigue is l»est promoted 
by abstaining from aleohol.” 

The llritish Metlical .louriial (.March 
11, 1SS41), in an article on ‘''Jhe'lnith 
Alsjut Alcohol," says: *'\Ve take it as 

conclusively proved, in the first place, 
that alcohol is not a necessary fiKnl 
and that tho most |KTfeet physical 
and intellectual vigor is compatible 
with rigid total abstinence. We 
may go a step further, and eontidently 
a.ssert that people in perfect health are, 
as a rule, better without alcohol. The 
evils of intemperance are manifest, tlie 
evils of total aljstineuce are unproved 
and iiiiprobuble. The excellent health 
enjoyed by the great and liioreHsiiig 
army of teetotalers; the returns of in- 
surance and bcnetit societies; tlio ex- 
ample of abstaining nations, seems to 
us proof positive tlial total abstinence 
Is at least harinle.ss and safe. Alcohol 
may be accorded a phtcu as a luxury, it 
certainly has a definite value as a med- 
icine, hut we think it most desirable, 
Lu the interests alike of truth untl na- 



tional norality. that the medical pro 
fessiob should authoritatively and un- 
ambiguously declare that it is in no 
sense a necessity." 

In view of the array of facts which 
we have now given, iH’aring on the 
various phases of the pleas for the use 
of intoxicants, snd the further fact 
that the position of these liigh medical 
authorities is not generally known by 
the pnldic at large, we ask: IVi not 

the pt-ople need education? A New 
York prohibition ncwspap«‘r, in a lute 
issue, was lamenting that "the cause 
does not grow rapidly enough.” The 
way to make it grow is to educate the 
p»>ople 'to a full anil complete under- 
stniidiiig of the facts we have given, 
and others in the same line. When 
they are fully understissl, the great 
mass of intelligent Americans will l>e 
ready to join in the movement to sup- 
press the trii flic. and to pulverize the 
rum power. — Toleilo lllade.

INCREASE OF INSANITY. 



An Opinion Thnl Had tVlilsky Is loirgely 
Kenitonslltle. 

"There has In-en a remarkable In- 
crease of insanity in this city in recent 
years." said Assistant Warden Kiekard, 
of Hellevue hospital, the other even- 
ing. "Here at this hospital, where 
most of the insanity eases are ex- 
amined, a ease of insanity was not so 
common twenty years ago as to fail to 
attract the attention of everylKkly oon- 
neeted with the institution. 1 remein- 
lier that we would go out of our way 
to get a look at an In.-uiue pt-rson. 
Now we have about two Uiousand in- 
sanity ea.ses a year at the hospital." 

Mr. Kiekard ojw-ned a IhhiU, which 
showed that during the year 1M»3 1,1.M» 
men and 94.5 women had In-en sent to 
the hospital as insane patients. Of the 
whole number only lO.'l bad Ih'cii dis- 
cfiargeil as cured or not insane, while 
7TS men and T45 women hail Is-en sent 
to the nsj'lums on ,the islands, and the 
rest had lieen sent tootlier institutions. 

".Moat of the insane perstins die with- 
in a few years after Vicing sent to the 
asylums," .Mr. Kiekard said, "Is'cause 
tlie'r insanity is caused by one disease 
or aiiotlier which is sure to prove fatal 
in a short time, I lit smiieof the Insane 
persons live in the asylums for many 
years. Only the other day I iiotieol a 
report of the death of a man who had 
Ih-cii an Insane p.itient on the island 
for forty yearv Kroin my observation 
of insanity eases here. I irnve come to 
lielieve that the. increase of insanity is 
largely due to tho us»> of hiipure liquor. 
The iirdiiiary wliisky sold now eoiitaliis 
so iiiiu'h poison that it is liable to make 
any person wlio drinks it crazy." — N. 
Y. Tribune.
